WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government announced the first 
increase s nee last sum m er in 
the ceiling rate for federally in­ 
sured home loans Friday, push­ 
ing the rate up by one-half of 
one per cent to 8.5 per cent. 
The increase, which comes 
despite a heavy flow of new 
money 
into 
the 
institutions 
which provide the bulk of home 
loans, m arks a reversal of the 
sterdily declining interest rates 
which economists had hoped 
would revive the crippled hous­ 
ing industry and help support a 
general economic recovery. 
An official of the D epartm ent 
of Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment attributed the increase to 
fears of 
home lenders that 
heavy Treasury borrowings to 
finance a record federal deficit 
will force interest rates up. 
Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon has said repeatedly 
he feared interest rates would 
increase because of the federal 
borrowing. 
HUD Secretary Carla Hills 
said in a statem ent announcing 
the higher rates that the action 
was taken in response to pres­ 
sures in the m arket place. 
At the last auction at which 
the Federal National Mortgage 
Association—or Fannie M a e - 
purchased home m ortgages, the 
average bid accepted resulted 
in a yield for lenders of just 
over 9 per cent 
Since the maximum interest 
borrowers can pay on govern­ 
ment insured loans is fixed by 
law, that m eans lenders de­ 
mand that either home buyers 
or sellers m ake a lump-sum 
payment to provide a higher 
yield.

WASHINGTON (AP) - P res­ 
ident Ford asked Congress on 
Friday to extend for nearly six 
years the federal revenue shar­ 
ing 
program 
and 
authorize 
transfer of nearly $40 billion to 
state and local government dur­ 
ing that period. 
Ford sent Congress a special 
m essage making the request at 
the sam e hour he was meeting 
with state legislative leaders, 
urging them to lobby on its be­ 
half. 
“ In proposing 
this legisla­ 
tion,” Ford said in his text for 
a White House conference of 
state legislative leaders,” “ I 
am doing my part for state and 
local government. I hope I can 
count on you ... to get behind 
this program and make your 
voices heard in the Congress.” 
Ford urged Congress to act 
this year to extend revenue 
sharing, due to expire at the 
end of 1976, so the 50 state and 
39,000 local governm ents who 
benefit can plan ahead. 
Besides calling for continuing 
the program begun by the Nix­ 
on adm inistration in 1972, Ford 
sought three m ajor changes in 
the way revenue sharing has 
worked in the past: 
1. Require state and local 


governments to provide their 
citizens “ an opportunity to give 
their views on how revenue 
sharing funds should be spent.” 
2. 
Authorize 
the 
Treasury 
secretary to cut off money, or 
dem and repaym ent of funds, 
spent on program s found to be 
discrim inatory. 
3. 
Change distribution for­ 
m ulas so greater amounts can 
be provided to financially hard- 
pressed jurisdictions. 
The Ford proposal would con­ 
tinue revenue sharing until Oct. 
1, 1981 — a date chosen be­ 
cause, by then, the start of the 
federal 
fiscal 
year 
will 
be 
moved from July 1 to Oct. 1. 
Ford said federal revenues 
sent to state and local govern­ 
ments during the five years 
and nine months of the exten­ 
sion would total $39.85 billion, 
increasing by $150 million an­ 
nually, in part to offset in­ 
flation. 
“This program has been a re­ 
sounding success,” Ford said in 
his message. He said it has 
helped meet a problem caused 
by the fact that tax revenues 
have “grown fastest at the fed­ 
eral level, while needs were 
growing fastest at the state and 
local levels.”

“ Alcoholism is a fatal disease and a terminal illness to the 
alcoholic," according to Thomas Epps, a recovered alcoholic 
who is now serving Southeast Missouri as an Outreach 
Program counselor for the Alcohol and Drug Abuse Center at 
Farmington State Hospital 
Epps, who lives in Farmington but is planning to move to 
the Bootheel, spends most of his working days in Southeast 
Missouri counseling alcoholics and recovered alcoholics and 
their families 
His mission is to reach alcoholics before they have 
progressed far enough to be admitted to a hospital He also 
works with recovered alcoholics to help them succeed in a life 
without alcohol and in rebuilding their lives 
“ I help them try to pick up the pieces and stay out of the 
hospital,“ Epps says. 
The Outreach Program in this area was begun in July 1974 
Epps’ services include individual counseling, group coun­ 
seling or therapy and general information for the public His 
services are free and available to anyone His counseling 
sessions with people are private and kept in strict confidence 
Epps may be reached on Wednesdays at Sikeston Activity 
Center. 201 S 
Kingshighway. through cooperation with the 
Scott County Health Department 
On Mondays, he works in the field in Wayne and Ripley 
counties, and on Tuesday he spends his time at Veterans 
Hospital in Poplar Bluff Thursday finds him in the field 
again, this time in Mississippi, Scott and New Madrid coun­ 
ties, and Friday, he returns to Farmington State Hospital 
Epps has a caseload of 150 in Southeast Missouri 
"Alcohol is the most abased drug in the world I think 
alcohol is now worse than drugs among youth 
Epps said 
He defines an alcoholic as a person who cannot take a drink 
and guarantee his sanity. “ Alter be takes one drink, be is 
liable to do anything,’’ Epps said 
Often, one of the hardest parts of treatment is getting an 
alcoholic to admit he is an alcoholic, according to Epps 
“ Some people have to be pretty badly mangled before they 
see they're alcoholics They think because they don t drink 
everyday they are not alcoholics,’ Epps added 
For an alcoholic “ total insanity sets in during the short 
period preceding the taking of the first drink He says ‘this 
time it is going to be different and I will be able to drink 
normally like other people 
Epps explains that an alcoholic tries to be a social drinker, 
but can’t "This is a lifetime battle for the alcoholic 
he 
added. 
People don't really understand alcoholism, Epps said He 
emphasized that it is a disease -- a physically, mentally and 
spiritually insidioas disease 
He added that many people think of an alcoholic as a skid 
row derelict “ Only three per cent of the approximately nine 
million alcoholics in the United States are considered the skid- 
row type.” Epps noted 
Most alcoholics are between 35 and 55 years old and still 
have a job and family. Epps stated 
The first part of treatment for an alcoholic is to get him or 
her “ dried out." 
“ I think anyone can stop, but staying stopped is a life-time 
commitment,' he emphasized 
Epps explained that after stopping the alcoholic cannot 
have even one drink the rest of his life He noted that he had 
seen a man who had been sober for 20 years, but took one 
drink and immediately became an alcoholic again “ One 
drink reactivates that craving and he goes completely ber­ 
serk,' Epps said, then explained that a recovered alcoholic 
must be very careful about medicines and their alcoholic 
content 
The baffling part in treatment of an alcoholic is that "you 
can do nothing for a person if hedoesn t want to do something 
for himself,’ Epps noted “ You can show and guide him. but 
you can’t quit for him," he emphasized 
Epps noted that family counseling is an important part of 
his job because the person who is married to an alcoholic, 
“ gets jast as sick as the one that is drinking 
An alcoholic 
takes four people down with him when he goes Epps reported 
“You could stop someone from drinking and if he didn t do 
anything to try to change the personality that he had 
acquired, he’d be so miserable 
that he might as well be 
drunk," Epps said This is another part of Epps job - helping 
the alcoholic realize these facts and work to change himself 
One out of every 11 social drinkers becomes an alcoholic, 
according to Epps, who also said there are three or four male 
alcoholics for every female alcoholic 
Epps, a former Poplar Bluff resident, drank for about 18 
years before stopping nine years ago He reports that on one 
‘ occasion he stayed sober for two years, then decided he was 
well enough to take one drink, but it led him back to excessive

He helps alcoholics 
pick up the pieces

“ Alcoholism is a fatal disease and a term inal illness to the 
alcoholic," according to Thomas Epps, a recovered alcoholic 
who is now serving Southeast Missouri as an Outreach 
Program counselor for the Alcohol and Drug Abuse Center at 
Farm ington State Hospital 
Epps, who lives in Farm ington but is planning to move to 
the Bootheel, spends most of his working days in Southeast 
Missouri counseling alcoholics and recovered alcoholics and 
their families 
His mission is to reach alcoholics before they have 
progressed far enough to be adm itted to a hospital He also 
works with recovered alcoholics to help them succeed in a life 
without alcohol and in rebuilding their lives. 
“ I help them try to pick up the pieces and stay out of the 
hospital." Epps says. 
The Outreach Program in this area was begun in July 1974 
Epps’ services include individual counseling, group coun­ 
seling or therapy and general information for the public His 
services are free and available to anyone. His counseling 
sessions w ith people are private and kept in strict confidence 
Epps m ay be reached on Wednesdays at Sikeston Activity 
Center. 201 S . Kingshighway. through cooperation with the 
Scott County Health Departm ent 
On Mondays, he works in the field in Wayne and Ripley 
counties, and on Tuesday he spends his time at Veterans 
Hospital in Poplar Bluff Thursday finds him in the field 
again, this tim e in Mississippi, Scott and New Madrid coun 
ties, and Friday, he returns to Farm ington State Hospital 
Epps has a caseload of 150 in Southeast Missouri 
“ Alcohol is the most abused drug in the world I think 
alcohol is now worse than drugs am ong youth 
Epps said 
He defines an alcoholic as a person who cannot take a drink 
and guarantee bis sanity “ Alter be takes one drink, he is 
liable to do anything," Epps said 
Often, one of the hardest parts of treatm ent is getting an 
alcoholic to admit he is an alcoholic, according to Epps 
"Some people have to be pretty badly mangled before they 
see they’re alcoholics They think because they don't drink 
every day they are not alcoholics. Epps added 
For an alcoholic “ total insanity sets in during the short 
period preceding the taking of the first drink He says ‘this 
time it is going to be different and 1 will be able to drink 
normally like other people 
• 
Epps explains that an alcoholic tries to be a social drinker 
but can’t “ This is a lifetime battle for the alcoholic, 
he 
added 
People don t really understand alcoholism, Epps said He 
emphasized that it is a disease -- a physically, m entally and 
spiritually insidious disease 
He added that many people think of an alcoholic as a skid 
row derelict. “Only three per cent of the approxim ately nine 
million alcoholics in the United States are considered the skid- 
row type. ’ Epps noted 
Most alcoholics are between 35 and 55 years old and still 
have a job and family, Epps stated 
The first part of treatm ent for an alcoholic is to get him or 
her “dried out “ 
“ I think anyone can stop, but staying stopped is a life-time 
com m itm ent." he em phasized 
Epps explained that after stopping, the alcoholic cannot 
have even one drink the rest of his life He noted that he had 
seen a man who had been sober for 20 years, but took one 
drink and im m ediately became an alcoholic again “ One 
drink reactivates that craving and he goes completely ber­ 
serk,” Epps said, then explained that a recovered alcoholic 
must be very careful about medicines and their alcoholic 
content 
The baffling part in treatm ent of an alcoholic is that “you 
can do nothing for a person if he doesn t want to do something 
for him self," Epps noted “ You can show and guide him. but 
you can’t quit for him ," he emphasized 
Epps noted that family counseling is an im portant part of 
his job because the person who is m arried to an alcoholic, 
“ gets just as sick as the one that is drinking 
An alcoholic 
takes four people down with him when he goes Epps reported 
“ You could stop someone from drinking and if he didn t do 
anything to try to change the personality that he had 
acquired, he d be so m iserable 
that he might as well be 
drunk," Epps said This is another part of Epps job - helping 
the alcoholic realize these facts and w ork to change himself 
One out of every 11 social drinkers becomes an alcoholic, 
according to Epps, who also said there are three or four male 
alcoholics for every fem ale alcoholic 
Epps, a form er Poplar Bluff resident, drank for about 18 
years before stopping nine years ago He reports that on one 
occasion he stayed sober for two years, then decided he was 
well enough to take one drink, but it led him back to excessive 
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It’s inside.

The consequences of the U.S. betrayal of Vietnam and 
Cambodia are coming swiftly, as reflected in the early 
comments of some Asian and other leaders. 
President Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines was 
reported by high Philippine government officials to have 
called 
for a review 
of the Philippines’ 
security 
relationship with the United States because of the “ap­ 
parent new perception of American commitments to its 
allies, particularly in Asia.” They added that “we are 
disturbed by the emerging view that commitments made 
by 
American 
presidents 
are 
nothing 
more 
than 
statements of intent that do not bind the American 
people, the Congress or the government.’’ 
Lee Kuan Yew. prime minister of Singapore, spoke of 
Thailand, but obviously for himself also, when he 
commented: “I doubt if any Thai government, civilian or 
military, will want to be engaged in the kind of guerrilla 
insurgency that has crushed Cambodia 
and South 
Vietnam ... Adjustment and accommodation to changed 
circumstances are necessary. Thais and others in 
Southeast Asis know that the patience and perseverance 
of Americans have not matched that of the Communists, 
not simply Communists in Vietnam, but also their sup­ 
pliers, the People’s Republic of China and the Soviet 
Union.’’ 
And over in the Middle East, Israel’s Defense Minister, 
Shimon Peres, called upon his country to produce as 
much as 50 per cent of its own arms if the U.S. cuts its 
military assistance. Referring to Southeast Asia, Peres 
commented that the power of agreements is limited and 
external guarantees cannot be relied upon. 
This clearly begins to add up to a world reassessment 
of the value and reliability of U.S. friendship. Those who 
cannot defend themselves are wondering how best to 
reach accommondations with the Communists. Others, 
like Israel, are more convinced than ever that salvation 
lies only in their own strength. 
The overall picture is that the painfully built structure 
for containing Communism is beginning to crumble. If 
the U.S. hopes to reverse this trend, it will take more 
than just words to do it.

been injured. Don’t wait too long 
to cut the second, third and 
fourth harvest.

Cotton planting time is almost 
here, and many farm ers are 
wondering which herbicide to 
use for chemical weed control in 
this crop this year Let’s take a 
brief look at the herbicides 
recommended for pre-plant and 
pre-emergence weed control in 
cotton by the University of 
Missouri College of Agriculture. 
Pi eplant or 
Pre-emergence Treatments 
Paraquat is recommended as 
a preplant treatment for the 
control of most annual grasses 
and will kill the 
foliage of 
perennial 
weeds. 
Horseweed 
and smartweed are not usually 
controlled 
by 
Paraquat. 
It 
should be applied after weeds 
coe up but before planting 
cotton This practice is more 
adapted to bedded land w'here 
there is a 
need to control 
growing weeds without working 
the beds.

MSMA plus surfactant is also 
recommended as a preplant 
treatment for the control of 
annual broadleaf weeds and 
grasses. 
When 
planting is 
delayed after a seedbed is 
prepared, this treatment can be 
used to control weeds that have 
emrged without reworking the 
seedbed. 
This application should be 
made when weeds are small as 
control of weed four inches tall 
or larger may not be adequate 
especially if the stand is thick. 
Cotton can be planted just 
before or shortly after spraying. 
Reliability of weed control by

F. 
T rifluralin 
(Treflan) 
is 
recommended as a preplant, 
incorporated treatment on a 
wide variety of soils. It gives 
good control of most grasses and 
some 
small 
seeded 
annual 
broadleaf 
weeds 
including 
pigweed. It does not effectively 
control prickly sida, cocklebur, 
m orning 
glory, 
ragw eed, 
velvetleaf, 
jimsonweed 
and 
nutgrass. Trifluralin should be 
incorporated into the soil as soon 
as possible, preferably within 
eight hours after application. 
Variable control will probably 
result from delayed application 
expecially if applied to a wet, 
warm soil or when the wind 
velocity is high. If land is bto be 
bedded, 
herbicide placement 
can be guaged more accurately 
if application and incorporation 
are performed after beds have 
been formed and dragged down. 
Dmitramine 
(Cobex) 
is 
a 
closely 
related herbicide to 
Trifluralin. 
It 
is usually in 
controlling grasses and some 
small-seeded broadleaf weeds 


that germinate in tne surface 
inch of soil. It will not control 
large-seeded broadleaf weeds 
like 
cocklebur and morning

This herbicide 
should be incorporated into the 
top two inches of soil as soon as 
possible

least within 24 hours of ap­ 
plication. 
P rofluralin 
(Tolban) 
is 
another herbicide similar to 
Trifluralin which gives similar 
control of annual grasses and 
small -seeded broadleaf weeds 
as Trifluralin and Dinitramine. 
It should be incorporatee no 
deeper than two inches during 
the 
application operation if 
possible 
and 
certainly 
no 
longer than four hours after 
application. 
Diuron (Karmex) is recom­ 
mended for a preemergence 
application on loam soils. It will 
give 
good 
control 
of 
most 
common grasses and annual 
broadleaf weeds for six weeks. 
It gives fair control of John- 
songrass seedlings, and prickly 
sida, and poor control of 
nutgrass 
and 
velvetleaf. 
Rainfall within a week to ten 
days 
after 
application 
is 
necessary 
for 
good 
results. 
Diuron is not recommended for 
use on light sand or heavy clay 
soils with a high organic matter 
content. 
Flurometuron 
(Cotoran 
or 
Lanex) 
when 
used 
as 
a 
preemergence application will 
give good control of most annual 
grasses and broadleaf weds 
except nutgrass, velvet leaf, and 
Johnsongrass seedlings. It may 
be applied to the soil surface. 


lightly incorporated into the soil 
after planting, or applied over 
the top of seedling cotton. An 
additional overtop treatment of 
this herbicide may be needed to

Some herbicides complement 
each other, and combinations of 
pre-plant and 
pre-emergence 
herbicides can be used for more 
effective control in some cases.

Two or three weeks will 
be required for the farmer to 
receive his fertilizer and lime 
recom m endations 
after

brings his soil samples to the 
University Extension Center for 
testing. Consequently, farmers 
who do not have a recent soil test 
from all soybean fields should 
sumsubmit their samples for 
testing as soon as possible.

finding more and more ways to 
tighten the federal vise on your 
life. These are the folks who are

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THE NEW MADRID 
EARTHQUAKE

t twenty four minutes past two a.m. on the mor­ 
ning of December 16,1811, the inhabitants of Southeast 
Missouri were suddenly awakened by the groaning, 
creaking, and cracking of the timbers of the cabins in 
which they were sleeping. Furniture began to slide 
around and chimney's tumbled to the ground. 
The people ran from their homes and stood around 
shivering in the cold winter air. They stood in the dark 
and watched their houses collapse, and heard the 
terrible cracking of the trees which were falling in the 
forrest. The earth roared with the explosive force of 
what were the first shocks of the great New Madrid 
Earthquake. 
The ground rose and fell like the long, low swell of 
the sea, and waves swept along the surface, felling 
trees and opening the ground in deep cracks. Land­ 
slides swept down the hillsides, and large areas of the 
earth suddenly sunk several feet. 
Water, dirt, and 
chunks of coal spewed into the air from pressure 
ruptures in the ground. 
On the nearby Mississippi river, large, tidal-like 
waves were created, and they smashed against the 
shoreline, washing away huge chunks of landmass, 
and knocking over trees by the thousands. Whole river 
islands were swept away, and the course of the river 
itself was altered. 
During December 16 and 17 shocks continued at 
short intervals, but gradually diminished in intensity. 
They occurred at longer intervals until January 23 
when there was another shock, similar in intensity and 
destructiveness to the first. This shock was followed 
by about two weeks of quiet, but on February 7, there 
were several alarming and destructive shocks, with 
the last shock of that day being even more severe than 
the first shock on the sixteenth. These shocks con­ 
tinued for fully a year, so that by the end of the period 
of time of the shocks, people had become accustomed 
to the constant trembling and merely went about their 
business as if nothing was happening. 
Historians have preserved several accounts by 
people who were witness to the earthquake. One of the 
better known accounts was from the great naturalist 
and bird lover, James Audubon. He was visiting in 
Kentucky when one of the shocks hit. He saw the 
shrubs and trees move, the ground rise and fall in 
convulsions lasting a few minutes. Before this oc­ 
currence he noticed in the western horizon a strange 
darkness, and heard a roar that seemed to him like the 
distant rumbling of a tornado. On one occasion he 
recorded that "while in the solidly built house of a 
friend, a physician, in the morning just as day began 
to dawn, the rumbling noise preceding the earthquake 
was so loud as to arouse every inmate from slumber 
and cause them to leave bed. The creaking of the log 
house so alarmed them all, except the doctor, that 
they rushed out of the house into the front yard. The 
doctor, anxious to save his medicine bottles on his 
shelves, tried to prevent them dancing off, and 
jumped around from one place to the other, pushing 
back bottles here and there, holding out his arms to 
catch those that might slip off, but to so little purpose 
that before the earthquake stopped nearly all were 
lost." 


Probably the most frightening aspect of the ear­ 
thquake was its effect on the Mississippi River. This 
account comes to us from Eliza Bryan, quoted in the 
American Geologist, volume 30,1902, pp 77-78: 
At first the Mississippi seemed to recede from its 
banks, its waters gathered up like mountains, leaving 
boats high upon the sands. The waters then moved 
inward with a front wall 15 to 20 feet perpendicular 
and tore boats from their moorings and carried them 
up a creek closely packed for a quarter of a mile. The 
river fell as rapidly as it had risen and receded within 
its banks with such violence that it took with it a grove 
of cottonwood trees. A great many fish were left upon 
the banks. The river was literally covered with the 
wrecks of boats.

Probably the most frightening aspect of the ear­ 
thquake was its effect on the Mississippi River. This 
account comes to us from Eliza Bryan, quoted in the 
Am erican Geologist, volume 30, 1902, pp 77-78: 
At first the Mississippi seemed to recede from its 
banks, its waters gathered up like mountains, leaving 
boats high upon the sands. The waters then moved 
inward with a front wall 15 to 20 feet perpendicular 
and tore boats from their moorings and carried them 
up a creek closely packed for a quarter of a mile. The 
river fell as rapidly as it had risen and receded within 
its banks with such violence that it took with it a grove 
of cottonwood trees. A great many fish were left upon 
the banks. The river was literally covered with the 
wrecks of boats.
